The improscion hae somehow pone abroad 
that the new Health Billig, in all its more 
important fentures, hardly more than a mild 
topy of Lmporial sanitary legislation,and does 
not give, or seek to create, powers which Pur. 
liamentary legislation has uot alrendy eatab- 
lished in England. Tt. is interesting, there. 
fore, to inquire what tho powers ara. which 
the Sanitary Acts of 1872 wud 1875 -creatad 
in England, aud to compare them with tho 
powers at present in foree, in Hongkong, 
under the Ordey and. Chanlingss Amend ment 
Ordinance vf 1883: andaiew sought for by 
the Public Houith Bill of 1887.° Sich o 
comparison alone will enable: us to judge 
how far’ the: general assumption that 
the Public Health Bill bas “bean drawn 
mainly on the lines of Imperial legislation 
is correct. A study of the Imperial Act 
of 1875 shows that. the framers :of this 
consolidating piece of sanitary legisla. 
tion considered the sanitary conditions of 
the country to-depend wainly on witer sup- 
ply, dratnage, and. measures for chocking the 
Lapread of epidcanic discase, whilet oa glance at 
our Ordinance of 1888andthenciv Dill of 1887 
proves that our fooal legislutors had nothing 
material. to add to this programme.

On the application of Mr. Denuys, supporte 
by two affidavits—one by himself aud the other 
by Lenag Afa, a prisoner in the Viotoris Gaol, 
committed under the Extradition Ordinance, —~ 
Leung Afn was- brought bafore the owwrt on a 
writ of Hixbens corpus, ‘Yo bis return: to the 
writ, the Superintendent of the Gaol anuexes the 
warrant under which he holds the prisoner. No- 
tice of a writ of certiorari was served, ani this 
writ: was moved for and the proceedings before 
the magistrate woro brought into oourt by the 
magistrate himself, and wore referred, to_in tho 

ment on the return of the writ of Habear 
corpus. Mr. Franols, Q.C.. wpposred on bebalf 
of the Chinese Government to support the war- 
rant of commitment, The committing magis- 
trate appeared in porson and handed in the pro 
coodings. Tho Acting Attornoy-Ganaralappearad 
to watch thovaso on bohalf of the Governmént, but 
took no part in the prooeedings. Mr. Dennys, for 
the prisoner, by spepial leave in absence of Coun- 
sel, argued thet the prisoner was dotained ona 
warrant which was bad on the face of it, as thera 
was no offonce recited over which tha marristrate 
had jurisdigtion.

Yet 
any oue who, having bocn famliar with Shang- 
bai in the old days of its ‘TMorchant prinogs, re- 
visits it aftor a decade or ro of years, would be 
apt to think-that, in the “ Model Settlement,” at 
least, there is no want of Prosperity and wealth, 
Itis trae that in approaching the Settlement 
from Woosung, the eye of the new-vomer is at 
tractod by several massive but desolate piles of 
windowless buildings which, ho is told, are all 
[that ig loft of grand schemes for local wills and 
factories; but these are merely the broken bub.
